SpV-ecial  inspections  were  also  i.iade  to  ascertain  if  any 
premises  were  rat  infested  and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that  none 
was  apparent  and  that  at  the  Govemi.ient  Food  Depot  their  preventive 
measures  were  being  taken  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
ministry  of  Agriculture.
